Local teachers are watching the ac- i 
tion of the house and senate on these ' 
measure as some of them provide for 
important changes. 
One hill which has attracted much ; 
attention hen* i- the measure that 
would prevent a teacher from secur­ 
ing a lieen-e for a period ol eight 
years in case a contract is “jumped.” 
In the past some teachers have not j 
taken their contracts with the school, 
authorities very seriously and have 
resigned 
during the period 
of the ; 
school term to accept a more profit­ 
able position. 
This practice 
has i 
frequently caused 
considerable an­ 
noyance 
and 
inconvenience 
to | 
-chool superintendents and trustees! 
who have found 
difficulty 
in find- j 
ing teachers to 
complete 
the un- j 
expired terms. 
The proposed bill he-1 
fore the legislature would prohibit I 
the state superintendent of public j 
instruction from issuing a license to 
any teacher within eight years after 
he surrendered a contract during a j 
school term unless such resignation 
was acceptable to the school author­ 
ities. 
The salary measure is another one 
that is watched with interest. 
This 
bill proposes to increase the mini­ 
mum salary paid to teachers in In­ 
diana and is the result of a shortage 
of teachers because the compensa­ 
tion offered in other lines of work is 
higher than that provided for teach­ 
ers by the state law*.. 
This difficulty 
was found especially in rural com-, 
mmnities 
last year 
and the 
state, 
hoard of education permitted trus­ 
tees to employ teachers without the 
usual requirements. 
Leaders in the 
teaching profgession declare that the 
educational requirements for teach­ 
ers are being raised each year so that 
more money has to be expended on 
training 
without adequate returns. 
They point out that 
they 
can find 
more profitable employment in other 
lines. 
Another bill of general interest to 
teachers is Representative R o th r o e k ’s 
measure authorizing school trustees 
to levy an annual tax of not to ex­

late Monday* after having been re­ 
duced $80,000 by the lower branch, 
the Senate will probably be unable 
to consider any other bills of major 
consequence this week, 
Manx* bills, other than administra­ 
tion or political bills, w*ill be inde­ 
finitely postponed by the Senate when 
reported out of committee on a di­ 
vided report, under the Furnas rule 
enforced today for the first time. De­ 
bate in the Senate will also he re­ 
duced to seven minutes while it was 
stated today that the House will pro­ 
bably begin holding night sessions in 
order to push through the greatest 
amount of business possible. 
Two 
weeks from today the legislature will 
-tand adjourned sine die. 
The lower house of the legislature 
today went on record in favor of 
abolishment 
of the public 
service 
commission when it adopted a minor­ 
ity* report on the Laughin bill which 
would restore the old railroad com­ 
mission. 
The action came as a sur­ 
prise when the committee reported 
outThe bill, the majority favoring in­ 
definite postponement, it was expect­ 
ed that the house woud adopt it. Af­ 
ter some dscussion in which the work 
of the commission "was attacked, the 
minority report recommending pas­ 
sage of the McKinley bill regulating 
the hours which women may work 
was amended so that it would limit 
the hours to nine per day instead of 
eight 
and fifty-four 
a week 
was 
adopted. 
The bill was also amended 
so that it excepted the following in­ 
dustries : Mercantile establishments, 
telegraph and telephone companies, 
laundries, hospitals and restaurants.

Washington, February 25—Presi­ 
dent Wilson returned to Washington 
early today completing one of the 
most unique trips in history. 
Since 
his departure from home last Decem­ 
ber, the president has traveled over 
12,000 miles, has been made a citi­ 
zen of approximately 1,600 cities, 
tow us and hamlets in Europe, has 
been housed in the royal palaces of 
two kings and one prince, has ridden 
<>n the royal 
trains of two 
ruling 
families, delivered nearly two score 
speeches and short addresses and re­ 
ceived six 
college and university 
honorary degrees. 
Ile returns 
to the capital 
intent 
upon convincing congress of the need 
of America’s participation in a league 
of nations. 
The background of this 
need he summed up in Providence, 
R. I., last night when he said that 
now 
that Europe 
has pinned 
her 
faith 
to America, 
“it would break 
the heart of the world” if America 
failed to respond. 
The president’s day promised to be 
full. 
He was expected to 
give his 
fir>t explanation of the league of na­ 
tion s constitution to his cabinet this 
afternoon. 
At the same time the president will 
probably* give his official family his 
plans to obtain nation-wide approval 
of the league. Because of the presi­ 
dent’s short stay in this country, it 
is believed cabinet members will de­ 
liver a series of addresses in sup­ 
port of it. 
This probably will be 
done while the president is again in 
France attending the peace confer­ 
ence. 
Today’s cabinet meeting is 
the first with the president in thirteen 
weeks and each department ljpad has 
a report 
on 
domestic 
conditions 
ready 
for 
his 
attention. 
Chief 
among these are the financial and 
labor situations, which the president 
will be asked to disentangle and re­ 
construction work in general. 
Secretary of Labor Wilson is anx­ 
ious that tho president reserve at 
'.east one day of his short stay for a 
conference with governors and city 
officials on the unemployment situ- 
tion and the general industrial un­ 
rest. 
The president found a mass of exe­ 
cutive duty awaiting him. 
About a dozen bills passed in con­ 
gress were on his desk for approval. 
There was a mass of personal mail 
and 
other 
communications 
which 
had 
been 
accumulating 
since 
he 
sailed from France, hut he planned 
to (‘lean this up rapidly. 
Several important positions must 
he filled by him within the next few 
days, chief among them being a suc­ 
cessor to Attorney General Gregory. 
In addition he will fill vacancies on 
the interstate commerce commission, 
the Federal Trade commission and 
the Federal reserve board. 
Conferences 
with party 
leaders 
have been reserved for tomorrow as 
the democratic national committee 
meets here then and probably will 
choose a chairman. 
Wednesday ev­ 
ening also has been set aside for the 
dinner with the congressional foreign 
relations committee to explain “Ar­ 
ticle Ten” of the constitution of the 
league of nations.

Short Weights and Failure to Prop­ 
erly Label Cereal Adulter­ 
ants Most Common. 


Indianapolis, February 25— Viola­ 
tions of the food and drug laws, OI 
a widely varied character, are dis­ 
closed in the reto rts of the inspect­ 
ors of the food and drug division, to 
Dr. Harry 
E. Barnard, chief, 
for 
the past two weeks. 
Although the 
violations are general over the state, 
the most flagrant are being found in 
Indianapolis, according to Dr. B ar­ 
nard, 
In the city, out of 75 meat 
rumples taken during the past week, 
only 33, or less than half were found 
to be in 
conformity with tile 
state 
laws. 
The 
remainder 
constituted 
violations ranging from short weight 
to 
failure projierly 
to label cereal 
adulterants. 
In thirty-one bf the seventy-five 
samples -hort weights, ranging from 
one 
ounce to four 
ounces to 
the 
pound, were disclosed. 
In each in­ 
stance the dialer charged for the 
full weight and accepted the adver­ 
tise I price for his meat. 
In nine 
of the samples 
cereals 
were 
found, without 
the 
required 
legal label on the package. 
In some 
of these eases the dealers displayed 
signs 
in their shops, 
stating 
that 
cereal was used in making-up sausa­ 
ges and hamburger. 
Such announce­ 
ment, the food and drug commission­ 
er has held, is insufficient. 
He de­ 
clares that the housewife is entitled, 
when meat is delivered into her kit­ 
chen, to the knowledge that cereal 
has been mixed with tin* meat, and 
this information is impossible, when 
the announcement is restricted to a 
- ign, displayed on the shop wall, and 
there is no printed announcement of 
the fact on the wrapper of the pack­ 
age, the food and drug commissioner 
hold- there is a fracture of the law, 
once t or each delivery. 
In twit rases the meat was found 
to contain preservative-, of a Char­ 
acter 
absolutely prohibited 
by the 
state l aw- 
No exeu-e i- accepted 
for this violation. 
The food 
and 
drug eoramis-ioner insists there i- no 
justification whatever for this p r a c ­ 
tice. 
The anti-preservative law, as 
directed toward meat, intended for 
human con-umption, is one ot the 
oldest and be^t known, he says, and 
dealers who resort to the use of pre- 
serra fives, 
are 
flirting 
with 
the 
I 
court-. 
In addition to tVie meat samples, j 
in-factors of the division are col­ 
lecting samples of canned goods and 
foods that are advertised as substi­ 
tutes 
for staples. 
These will 
be 
analyzed for adulterants, misbrand­ 
ing and other possible violations of 
the Indiana statutes. 
Up to this time 
no flagrant cases have been discov­ 
ered in connection with this phase 
of (he inspectors’ ac tivities. 
Samples of soft drinks, with which 
th e s t a t e bas been deluged in recent 
months, likewise arc being subjected 
to 
the c h e m i s t s ’ te sts. 
T h e state 
laws relative to misbranding andadul. 
tern lion 
are held as 
applicable to 
these products, as to meats and oth­ 
er foods. 
Tin1 state food and drug 
commissioner has ruled that where 
a patron orders cider or lemonade, 
he is entitled to just what he ('alls 
for, arid is not to be subjected to 
“ something just as good;” but not 
made from natural products.

Have you made your garden plan 
for the coming season f 
If not it is 
time to get busy sp that you can de­ 
termine how much seed you need and 
order it early. 
Sit down some even­ 
ing soon with your family and put 
your 1919 garden on paper. 
How much of each vegetable are 
you going to plant? 
Provide for the 
need> of your family in the rows you 
allow for each vegetable, 
Do not 
plan the rows too close thereby pre­ 
venting easy cultivation nor waste 
space by making the rows too fa r 
apart. 
Always plant in rows rather 
than beds; and do not make paths 
through the garden unless necessary. 
lf 
your plot is 
large enough 
for 
wheel hoe cultivation, plan the rows 
the long way of the garden. 
Rotate the crops; that is plan to 
put 
tomatoes where 
cabbage 
was 
planted,cabbage where then were to ­ 
matoes and so on. 
Also group the 
various crops. 
Perennials such as 
asparagus 
or 
rhubard 
should 
he 
placed at one side; next to them the 
group of earliest vegetables such as 
early radishes, early peas, leaf let­ 
tuce and 
early turnips. 
Next the 
groups that may be planted a few 
weeks later such as onions, chard 
and cabbage; then the ones that may 
be planted when the weather starts 
to 
get warm such 
as bush 
string 
beans; finally the rows of tomatoes, 
peppers, cucumbers and squash. 
Arrange in the plan for companion 
and 
succession 
cropping, 
that is 
when one crop is harvested, another 
vegetable may be sown between the 
old rows 
or new plantings 
in the 
pace vacated* 
Do not he content to 
raise a single crop when two or three 
are possible. 
if there is a variation in the soil 
iii different p arts of the garden, that 
must be considered. 
If part of the 
-oil is higher and drier than the rest, 
plant the early crops there to give 
them the advantage of a quick warm 
soil. 
Grow a large enough garden to 
supply botli summer and winter ve­ 
getables.

I met a group of scholars when I 
was in Baris 
ome gentlemen from 
Sr 
one of the Greek unix’ersities who 
had conte to see mc, and in whose 
presence, or rather, iii the presence 
of those traditions <{t‘ learning, I 
felt very young indeed. 
I told them that I had one of the 
delightful revenges that sometimes 
comes to a man. 
All my life I hat*1 
heard men speak with a sort of con­ 
descension o f ideals and of idealists, 
and particularly those separated, en- 
cloistered persons whom they choose 
to term academia, who were in the 
habit of littering ideals in the free 
atmosphere when 
they 
cla>h with 
nobody in particular. 
And I said I ha\Te had this sxveet 
revenge. 
Speaking 
with 
perfect 
frankness in the name of the people 
of the United States I have uttered 
as the objects of the great war ideals, 
and nothing but ideals, and the war 
has been 
w’on by that 
inspiration. 
Men were fighting with tense muscle 
and lowered head untl they came to 
realize those things, feeling they were 
fighting for 
their lives and 
their 


country, and when these accents of 
what it was all about reached them 
from America they lifted their heads, 
they 
raised their 
eyes to 
heaven, 
when they saxv men in khaki coming 
a c ro ss the sea in the spirit of cm - 
-aders 
and they found 
that there 
were strange men, reckless of dan­ 
ger not only; but reckless because 
they seemed to see something that 
made that danger worth while. 
Men 
have testified to me in Europe that 
our men were possessed by some­ 
thing that they could not only call a 
religious fervor. 
They were not like 
any of the other soldiers. 
They had 
a vision they had a dream, and they 
were fighting in the dream, and fight­ 
ing in 
the dream 
they turned 
the 
xvhole tide of battle and it never came 
back. 
And now these ideals have wrought 
this new magic th at all the peoples 
of Europe are buoyed up and confi­ 
dent iii the spirit of hope, because 
they believe that We are at tho eve 
of a new nue iii the world when n a­ 
tions will support one another iii ex*- 
ery 
moral 
and 
even' 
physical 
.strength to see that the right shall 
prevail. 
If America were at this junction 
to via ii the world what xvould come 
of it? 
I do not mean any disrespect 
to any other great people when I say 
that 
America is the 
hope of 
the 
world; and if she does not justify 


that hope the results are unthinkable. 
Men will be thrown back upon the 
bitterness of disappointment not on­ 
ly, but the bitterness of despair. 
All 
nations will 
be set 
up as 
hostile 
camps again; the men at the peace 
conference will go home with their 
heads upon their breasts, knowing 
that they have failed—for they xvere 
bidden not to come home from there 
until they did something more than 
sign a treaty of peace. 
S uppose we sign 
the treaty 
of 
peace and that it is the most sa tis­ 
factory treaty of peace that the con­ 
fusing elements of the modern world 


will afford and go home 
and thing 
about our labors; we will know that 
we have left written upon the his­ 
toric table a t Versailles, upon which 
Vergennes and Benjamin Franklin 
wrote their names 
nothing 
but a 
modern scrap of paper; no nations 
united to defend it, no great force- 
combined to make it good, no as­ 
surance given 
to the 
downtrodden 
and fearful people of the world that 
they shall be safe. 
Any man 
who 
thinks that America will take part 
in giving the world any such rebuff

There is In America a somewhat 
general belief that I he average Brit­ 
ish citizen takes great pride in the 
large colonial possessions of his coun­ 
t r y ; that he gloats with much satis­ 
faction over th** fact that Great Brit­ 
ain controls something like one-quar­ 
ter of the inhabitable portions of the 
world.

He had not thought of it 
before in its sociological relation hut 
merely as It touched his profession. 
“Not going into soil values, for that 
is a long story,” began the older man, 
“irrigation is th e answ er which sci­ 
ence gives to the agriculturist who is 
im patient of haphazard methods.
